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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
JP357051237A. 

JP discloses a method for making amorphous (or glassy) alloy wherein up to 6 
atomic % of at least one rare earth metal such as Sm, Ce and Y is added to an 
amorphous alloy based on Fe to form a stable amorphous alloy with high crystallization 
temperature, see abstract. The rare earth metal added in the amount disclosed 
inherently raises or increases the crystallization temperature of the Fe-based 
amorphous alloy. 

3. Claims 1 -6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kudo et 
a. (4,668,310). 

Kudo discloses amorphous alloys having high strength, high hardness, high 
crystallization temperature and high saturation magnetic induction. The alloys have a 
composition formulaT a ' X b 'Z C 'Md where T is at least one of Fe, Co and Ni, X is at least 
one of Zr, Ti, Hf, and Y; Z is at least one of B, C, Si, Al, Ge, Bi, S and P and M is at 
least one of Mo, Cr, W, V, Nb, Ta, Cu, Mn, Zn, Sb, Sn, Be, Mg, Pd, Pt, Ru, Os, Rh, lr, 
Ce, La, Pr, Nd, Sm, Eu, Gd, Tb and Dy, a' is 70-98%, b' is not more than 30 atomic %, 
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c' is not more than 1 5 atomic % and d is not more than 20 atomic% and the sum of a', 
b', c' and d is 100 atomic %, see abstract. The inclusions of at least one rare earth 
metal in the amount disclosed, .i.e., up to 20 atomic% inherently raise the crystallization 
temperature of the amorphous alloy.
